ROME, July 23.—The number of deaths in a terror-striking earth 
quake which ravaged southern Italy early this morning had reached 
251 this afternoon with more than twice that number injured. These 
figures were based upon the reports of provincial prefects flowing into 
the Ministry of the Interior of which Premier Mussolini is head 


NAPLES, Italy, July 23—At least 100 persons were 
killed, with the likelihood further victims will be found, in 
three sharp earthquakes which shook southern Italy early 
today. 

Several hundred persons were injured and relief mea- 
sures were immediately got under way by the govrnment, 
Premier Mussolini himself ordering Senator Cremonesi with 
a special Red Cross train to the scene of the disaster 

Other rescue trains left for the stricken area from 
Foggia and helped remove the injured to hospital at Potenza.

A 
recent popular 
book on “Sleep,”

Sleep is the indispensable fatigue 
chaser, the “Dutch Cleanser” of the 
mind’s and the body's energies 
Sicep is the one thing you can't do 
without. Even puppies will succumb 
to sleep starvation far more readily 
than to lack of food; and the hu- 
man nervovs system is far more 
complicatedly dependent upon that 
st of unconsciousness io keep 
going.

The depth 
of sletp refers to the measure in 
which the sleep process submerges 
the several levels of the nerve cen- 
ters. That ts why sound sleep is 80 
much more important than long 
sleep. 

And that leads to the seventhly 
which is the personal equation. Our 
sleep habits are as vailable as our 
waking and working habits. Each 
has his preferred pattern of sleep. 
Thase who have a perfect digestion 
don't khow that they have any; a 
perfect sleeper can sleep under any 
conditions; most of us, unfor.unate- 
ly, are imperfect sleepers, and some 
most particularly so 

The “black beast” of the night 
life's insomnia, How to relieve sleep- 
lessness is not a topic for a para- 
graph, but a coutse of training 
The keynu.e to it is to relax; relax 
the body, relax the mind. Worry 
about slecplessness is the most unre- 
laxing occupation. For the rest, 
each poor sleeper must rojl his own 
cure; that he can be decidedly 
aided by getting and taking good 
advice. We need not be slaves to 
sleep, but must be wise masers of 
our night life, obeying that impulse 
cheerfully and gratefully and hygt- 
enically when we lay us down to 
sicep.

LONDON, July 23.—The court of 
appeal rendeyed a most important 
judgment concerning the adoption of 
children Tuesday, and a religious 
sue was inyolved 

The mother, a Roman Catholic 
agreed to adoption of the child by a 
young Protestant couple, the arrange- 
ments being made by fhe Protestant 
Infant Welfare Society. The Society 


when appealed to by the almast desti- 
the 


tute mother, was not told that 
child had been baptized as a Roman 
Catholic, but was later informed of 


the fact by a priest who administered 
a rescue home which desired to have 
care of the child 

The mother thereupon asked for the 
return of the child, but the Protestant 


refused on the ground that 
the mother was not the real instigator 
of the applileation. The Socirty sue 
gested that court action might be 


taken to dispose of the case 
Dismiss Appeal 

In dismissing the appeal which the 
mother then made, the Lord Chief 
Justice said the merits of any partic- 
ular religious faith Were of no con- 
cern to the court, but it appeared tha 
the child, if returned to its mother, 


would ve to go to an Institution 
The thought there was great 
force the argument that it was 


better for the child to have the fnti- 
mate care and conrol of adopting par- 
ents in a good private home, especi- 
ally as the child was a girl 

The court disposed of the argument 
that the mother’s wishes regarding

Brings People to 
Mental Alertness 


Mr. Wilkinson Gives Inter

It isn't every day the people 
of Edmonton have opportunity 
of hearing as accomplished and dis- 
tinguished a speaker as Mr.. Wilkin- 
son of Leeds, England, who is speak- 
ing every night this week in Conyo- 
cation Hall at the University. At home 
Mr. Wilkinson ié the héad of one of 
England's largest teacher training 
colleges and a vety popular lecturer 
over tife British broadcasting system 
He was brought to Canada this 


stimmer by the National Council of | Hing at the Macdonald. 


Education to conduct classes and give 
public lectures on literary subjects at 
various summer schools. These free 
lectures are open to the public as well 
as to the summer school students 

In his sécond Edmonton lecture 
which he gave last night, Mr. Wilkin- 
son chose “Laughter” as his subject 
He introduced his subject with some 
very amusing references to his own 
school days and the teaching methods 
then in vogue Man, he asserted, is 
the only living thing that possesses 
the ability to laugh, and he is also 
the only thing that has mental move- 
ment. The usual causes of laughter 
are stiff or unnatural physical move- 
ment, and lack of mental movement 
or alertness, or the sight of a person 
baing dominated by a situation that 
he should dominate. An amusing ex- 
ample of physical stiffness is found 
in the old family album where the 
subjects assumed horrible unnatural 
attitudes during the e’ghteen seconds 
he had to wait for the picture to be 
taken. Laughter is an excellent way 
to bring people to mental alertness 
The teacher who walks into his class- 
room with his hat on is aroused wheh 
his class laughs. That is one reason 
why youth laughs at age, because as 
people grow older they tend to lose 
their alterness and think in grooves 

We also laugh at people who are 
dominated by their children, who 
cannot indulge in the demands of the 
young tyrants, Even more amusing is 
the preson who is dominated by in- 
animate things. To illustrate this 
point, the speaker mentioned an am- 
using anecdote of a train acquaint- 
ance of his who bemoaned the 
that he could not go away for a holi- 
day because he possessed a valuable 
piece of silver whieh he would not 
leave behind. There is also the case 
of the housewife who is so busy keep- 
ing her house spotless that she makes 
her whole family uncomfortable 

A sense of humor is the ability to 
laugh at one’s own shortcomings, one’s 
own mental and physical stiffness 
said the lecturer, In closing Mr. Wi! 
kinson gave two readings from Dick- 
ens’ David Copperfield—one from the 
chapter about David's memories of 
his schoo) days, the other about Trad- 
dies before his marriage. These were 
excellently given and were most en 
thusiastically received by the audience 
The speaker also gave a brief analyses 
of the selections to show just where 
the humor came in and what caused 
| it. Laughter, he showed, was finest 
when it was just on the borderland 
| of tears 
| Mr, Wilkinson's lecture tonight is

MONTREAL, July 23.—Thomas J 
Ouggan, prominent sports 
who has played a leading part in 
hockey and race track activities in 
Canada and the United States for 
many years, died su@denly last night.
